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TTHE  latcft  events  have  at  all  times  appeared  the  mod  im- 
portant. Prefcnt  fccnes  feeili  more  crowded  than  fuch  as 
ve  paft :   and  there  are  few  periods,  not  imagined  by  the 
extfting  generation  to  be    at  leaft  as  worthy    of  a   place 
in    hiflory    as    any  that  have  preceded  them.     With  a 
full  recollection  of  this  partiality,  we  hefitate  not  to  affirm , 
that  the  years  1791  and  1792  are  of  fingular,  and  even  of 
unprecedented  intereft  and  importance  in  the  hiflory  of  the 
world  :    110  antecedent  period,  of  equal  duration,  has  pre- 
fcnted  fo  great  a  number  of  extraordinary  revolutions  :  the 
intercourfes  of  mankind  were  more  extended,  and  the  means 
of  their  communication  more  generally  difTufed,  as  well  as 
eagerly  employed  among  all  ranks  of  fociety,  in  all  civilized 
nations*    The  changes  that  were  produced  by  the  prevail- 
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ing  opinions,  and  an  artful  addrefs  to  thofe  opinions^  partook 
of  the  quicknefs  of  thought  from  whence  they  fprung. 
Though  many  and  various,  and  involving  the  mod  ferious 
confequences,  they  were  yet  Icfs  remarkable  for  their  num- 
ber arid  magnitude,  than  for  the  extreme  rapidity  of  their 
fucceffion. 

By  means  of  the  prefs,  the  grand  forum  on  winch  all 
public  affairs  were  agitated,  a  principle  of  reftlefs  difcontent 
and  endlefs  commotion  had  been  introduced  into  the  mod 
populous  and  centrical,  the  moft  refined,  ardent,  and  in- 
flamihable  nation  in  Europe ;  and  whofe  faftiions,  manners, 
and  opinions  moft  of  the  other  nations  were  prone  to  follow, 
Metaphyficians,  geometers,  and  aftronomers,  applied  the 
compafTes  of  abftraftion  to  human  paffions,  propenfities, 
and  habits:  the  minds  of  men  were  alienated  from 
kings,  and  became  enamoured  of  political  philofophy.  The 
old  government  of  France  was  cojiipletely  fubverted  ;  reli- 
gion and  morality  were  equally  dcfpifed;  dominion  was 
gradually  transferred,  from  well  meaning  men,  perhaps,  lO 
bad — from  bad  to  worfe;  and  the  maxim  of  the  noble  phi- 
Jofopher,  ftatcfman,  and  hiflorian  of  Rome  was  inverted -f.

A  bloody  anarchy  was  erected  on  the  ruins  of  facial  fubordi* 
nacioo.  The  ruluag  party,  armed  at  oace  With  enthufiafm^ 
and  a  command  of  the  finance  and  whole  property  of  the 
nation,  trampled  on  the  rights  of  their  fellow- citizens,  and 
held  the  law  of  nations  and  foreign  treaties  in  derifion.  In 
the  pretended  purfuit  of  liberty,  rfiey  violat^  all  regard  to 
hisnanity.  Use  laws  were  without  force  (  innocencewithout 
prote6Uon  ;  obfcurity  and  indigence,  or  a  participation  in 
crimes,  the  only  lafety.  The  deftrudive  infedion  of  this 
attempt  to  reduce  what  is  called  the  modem  philosophy  into 
praAice,  fpcead  rapidly  abroad  before  the  efTcAs  of  the 
&tal  experiment  were  luiown  at  home :  and  it  would  be 
difficult  to  determine  whether  the  progrefs  of  the  evil  was 
more  forwarded  by  the  ill-judged  exertions  of  individuals, 
whether  political  writers,  ilatefmen,  or  fovereign  princes,  to 
oppofe  ity--K}t,  by  the  impunity  with  which  it  had  Leenfuf- 
feredy  iu  its  comm^cement,  to  prevail  in  France,  and  to 
extend  to  every  country  in  Europe. 

While  the  atrocitie$  of  democracy  pled  the  caufe  of  mo- 
narchical and  even  abiolute  governments^  the  infatiate  am- 
bkion^  and  unprincipled  policy  of  monarchs,  not  more 
fliamcfoliy  than  foolifhly  difplayed  in  the  partition  of  Pb- 
laiid,  apologized  for  the  excefles  of  democracy.  On  the 
whole,  it  appeared  that  the  European  nations,  however  ad- 
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vanced  in  fpeculative  knowledge^  had  made  but  very  litde 
^  progref^  in  pra&ical  and  political  wifdom. 

Since  the  events  of  this  period  are  manifold  and  furpriz^ 

ing  beyond  all  example^  it  may  perhaps  be  expeded  by 

ibme  of  otjir  readers,  that  we,  like  certain  other  joumaliftd, 

:(bould  increafe  our  volumes  to  a  fize^  beating  a  kind  of 

I  proportion  to  the  variety  and  extent  of  the  bufy  fcenes  of 

;  the  y^ars  that  form  their  refpedive  iubjedls :  but  this  would 

,  be  abfurd^  unlefs  it  (hould  be  thought  proper  whoHy  to  call 

off  auention  from  former  fcenes ;  or  poQible  to  enlarge  the 

faculties  of  men,  and  extend  the  period  of  humian  life. 

•    •  » 

Science  does  not  cohfifl  in  the  entimefatioH  of  fads,  but 
in  their  claffification.  There  are  no  fads  of  any  kind, 
cither  inftruftiw  or  intcreAing,  otherwife  than  as  they  are 
conceded  with  principles  and  views  5  with  theories^  whether 
true  or  only  hypothetical.  When  events  ceafc .  to  furprize 
by  novelty,  they  become  inftruftivc  by  their  want  of  it. 
In  proportion  as  tranfadions  and  operations  of  the  feme 
kind,  fpringing  from  fimilar  caufes^  and  producing  fimildr 
effefls,  are  fo  multiplied  as  to  become  common,  it  is  not  ne- 
ceiTary  to  detail  fads }  but  fufiigient  to  mention  general  r^- 
fvrits  and  principles  of  adion.  It  is  thus  that  knowledge 
of  every  kind  p  advanced :  the  gradual  and  leifurely  de«*

du^ons  of  one  ^e,  or  generation  ^  b^ing  taken  in  th^ 
nexi,  for  things  granted. — If  k  were  othcrwife,  the  bound- 
aries  of  fcience  could  never  be  enlarged  ;  and  the  republic 
of  letters^  like  that  of  Rome,  would  fink  under  its  owm 
magnitude.  If  in\writing  the  Hiftory  of  Europe  for  1791 
and  1792,  we  ftiould  attempt  lb  defcribe  every  thing  that 
pafled^  wc  (hould,  in  fad:,  defcribe  nothing:-— the  compli- 
cated fcene  would  be  too  various  and  vail  for  human  com- 
prehenfion.  Among  innumerable  intereding  events,  the 
annalift  mud:  make  a  feledtion  of  fuch  as  are  moil  interefting : 
and,  in  making  this  feleftion^  he  mud  of  neceffity  be 
guided  by  his  own  genius  and  habitual  way  of  thinking. 
Some  things  may  appear  mod  (Iriking  to  one  mind ;  and 
other  things  the  moil  important  to  another :  whence  it  is 
poffible^  and  fometimes  happens,  that  of  the  fame  times  we 
may  have  hidories  widely  differing  froni  each  other,  both 
in  matter  and  dyle,  and  yet  both  of  them  at  once  pleaiing 
and  indrudive. 

The  general  effect ^  or  irtipreflion,  that  remains  on  the 
mind,  after  reviewing  any  feries  of  events,  which  impels 
either  the  hidorian  or  epic  poet  to  communicate  his  fenti- 
ments  and  emotions  to  others,  ferves  as  a  band  of  union 
among  the  tranladions  and  occunences  which  he  involves 
in  the  dream  of  his  compofition.     On  i  revisw  of  the  af- 
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fairs  of  Eiirope^  from  1790  ro  17939  we  are  chkfly  ioi- 
prefled  with  the  rapid  progress  of  pubKc  opiriioo  and  public 
ipirity  on  the  one  hand ;  and,  on  the  other,  with  the  efforts 
that  were  made  by  the  old  governmelitB  to  fc6&  them. 
Amidft;  the  thick  and  entangled  foreft,  this  diviffon  opens 
fomc  profpeffcs.  The  revolutionary  (pint  may  be  traeed 
from  Paris  to  the  provinces  and  foreign  dependencies  of 
France,  to  her  armies,  and  to  other  nations  i  and  the  re^ 
adtion  marked  of  its  various  effedson  the  people,  rind  ptiblic 
councils  of  France,  and  other  countries.  Guided  by  thdc 
villas,  we  have  eafy  opportunities  of  taking  occafionai  views 
of  whatever  is  moft  remarkable  in  the  different  quarters 
df  Europe,  without  lofing  fight  of  the  main  objeft. 

In  ordinary  times,  the  great  chain  of  evefits  may  often  be 
traced,  to  mean  and  pitiful  intrigues :  the  inveftigation  of 
which,  however,  cannot  be  very  jnter-efting  to  Any  others 
than  fiich  as  have  conceived  a  great  attachment  and  curiofity- 
of  enquiring  into  every  thing  that  relates  to  particular  cha- 
mbers. The  Revolution,  which  we  contemplate  with 
mingled  a(loni(hment  and  terror,  originated  not  in  any  pri- 
vate intrigue,  nor  with  any  individual  chara<5ter ;  nor  ex-' 
clufively  in  Paris,  nor  France ;  but  in  the  wide  circles  of 
Europe,  and  of  civilization  *.     Its  fecds>  difftifed  over  the

earth, 
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earthy  and  long  dormant  or  Concealed,    coIled:iflg  force 
with  the  progrcfs  of  Time,  Commerce,  and  Knowledge, 
bmft  at  length  into  a  flame  in  the  capital  of  the  French 
monarchy*    Foftered  in  that  exuberant  (oil,  fanned  by  am^ 
birious  and  dtfcontentcd  men  of  every  rank,  and  fpreading 
*ith  velocity  through  aH  the  channels  of  the  ftate.  It  could 
neither  be  fmothered  nor  cxtinguifhcd.     Neither  the  lapfe 
of  fourteen  ages,  nor  the  veneration  which  the  French  bad 
always  nourifhed  for  their  princesf,  cotild  proteft  the  per* 
fon  of  Louis  XVI.     The  barriers  which  RicheKeu  and 
Louis  XIV.  had  oppofcd  to  popular  violence  and  innovation^, 
were  too  feeble  to  prevent  the  conflagratbn ;  and  fomc  of 
them  ciMitributed  to  its  exctement.    After  laying  the  ancient 
laws,  conftitution,  and  order  of  things  in  ruins,  it  ftill  conti- 
nucs  to  blaze,  and  to  devour  every  thing  with  which  it  comes 
in  contad,  with  unabated  violence.     The  anxious  and  terri- 
fied attention  of  mankind  is  directed  towards  it,  wherever 
it  (preatls.     The  old  and  the  new  world  are  both  of  them 
loeiiflced  by  its  progrefs*  ,  ^ 

Inftead,  therefore,  of  looking  to  individual  agents,  or 
tlieir  mcafures,  we  confide  the  revolution  itielf  as*  the  bea* 
con  by  whofe  awful  corufcations  we  are  to  lead  our  readers 
ibjDugh  the  hiftory  of  the  eventful  year  1792.  A  retro - 
^pcd  of  the  dvents  which  have  already  been  detailed  in  this 

Work, 
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Work,  will  aid  us  in  our  undertaking.  They  affumed  an 
alarming  appearance  in  1791 ;  and  as  Great  Britain  became 
a  principal  party  intlie  war  as  early  as  February  1793,  the 
impartial  hiftory  of  the  preceding  year,  1792,  is  peculiarly 
nt.erefling  as  well  as  important.  A  conteft  then  com- 
menced; which  has  already  extended  its  bloody  and  con-, 
vulfive  ftru^les  to  the  oppofite  fides  of  the  globe;  which. 
&ill  fubfifts  in  all  its  force,  and  which  has  threatened,  in 
their  turn,  the  fubverfion  of  every  ftate  and  every  religion. 
It  is  by  examining  its  commencement,  and  the  fprings  that 
gave  it  adtivity,  that  its  progrefs  can  be  beft  eftimated,  -and 
the  period  of  its  duration  moft  probably  afcertaincd. 

Inftead  of  fatiguing  our  reader  with  a  detail  of  the 
incidents  that  occafioned  the  publication  of  the  prefent  vo- 
lume, before  that  for  179 1,  we  fhall  only  fay,  that  this  laft 
is  now  in  the  prefs,  and  that  it  will  be  publifhed  in  the 
courfe  of  a  few  months. 

For  the  late  appearance  of  thefe  volumes  it  will,  we  hope, 
be  deemed  fome  compenfation  by  our  intelligent  readers, 
that  we  have  availed  ourfelves  of  thofe  lights  which  have 
been  thrown  on  our  fubjed  by  the  progrefs  of  time  :  which 
has  alfo  prefented  opportunities  of  enquiring  and  obtaining 
new  information,  from  the  moft  authentic  fources,  rcfpeft* 
ihg  the  originaf  fprings  of  the  great  drama  of  Europe, 
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As  new  terms  are,  from  time  to  time,  introduced  with  new  itlca« 

and  new  objcds,  living,  languages  are  fubjeft  to  conflant  change  i 

and   fucccflivc   barbarifms,    derived  from  temporary  and    local 

circumftances,  render  them  in  fome  meafure  unintelligible  to  all, 

\>e(ides  thofe  to  whom  fuch  circumftances  are  familiar.     It  is  im- 

poflible  for  a  foreigner,  by  any  knowledge  or  analogy  of  language, 

to  know  what  we  mean  in  this  country  by  Whig,  Tory,  the  Mi- 

niftct's  Budget,  and  fo  on.     None  but  a  Frenchman,  or  oneac- 

c^uainted  with  France,  can  be  fuppofed  to  know  that  a  Swifs  means 

a  porter,  or  a  Savoyard  a  chimney-fweep.     Of  late  vears,  amidft 

other  changes  and  novelties  in  France,  ^  very  conliderablc  degree 

of  innovation  has  taken  place  in  the  French  language.     Although, 

for  our  own  parts,  we  ftudioufly  avoid  the  ufe  of  the  new  phrafeo- 

logy  of  our  neighbours,   as  being  equally  ofFeniive  againft  purity, 

perfpicuity,  and  dignity  of  ftyle;  yet,  as  this,  in  fome  inftanccs, 

may  find  its  way  into  the  papers,  to  which  we  give  a  place  in  our 

record,  or  to  which  we  may  occaiionally  refer,  we  thought  it  not 

altogether  unneceiTary  to  give  an  explanation  of  the   following 

words:—

The  New  or  Modern  Philosophy.  The  doftrines  of 
Hoafleau,  Voltaire,  Hume,  Diderot,  and  others,  who,  exceeding 
the  zeal  as  well  as  boldnefs  of  their  fceptical  predeceflbrs,  have

a  fyftem  of  atheifm  and  licentioufipers.  As  the  writers  juft  men- 
tioned  outdid,  in  point  of  extravagance,  the  philofophers  who  had 
gone  before  them  ;  (o  thtj  themfelves  were,  in  their  turn,  out- 
done by  Condorcety  BriiTot,  Sieyes,  Mr.  Paine,  and  a  whole  herd 
of  other  philofophers,  who  adaaUy  attempted  to  carry  the  dreams 
of  metaphyiicians,  on  political  fubje£ts>  into  pra£tice« 

The  States*Gen£RAL  of  France  aiTerobled  at  Verfailles,  by 
the  authority  of  the  King,  aflfumed  the  name  and  the  powers  of 

The  Co'kstituent  Assembly;  or,  an  Assembly  for  the 
purpofc  of  forming  a  new  conftitution.  This  was  alfo  called  the 
firft  National  Assembly.  A  new  conftitution  being  formed,  and 
accepted  by  the  King  and  a  great  majority  of  the  French  nation^ 
under  the  folemnity  of  an  oath,  the  Conftituent  Assembly,  ia. 
September  i79>>  g^ve  way  to 

The  Legislative  Assembly;  wiiich  was  alfo  called  the  Se- 
cond National  Aflembly.  A  convention  of  the  nation  being  called 
after  the  maffacres  of  Auguft  1792,  and  the  imprifonment  of  the 
King, 

The  NAtioNAL  Convention  met  in  September,  179Z. 
This  was  alfo  called  the  Third  National  AfTembly. 

The  Mountain.    The  higher  or  moft  elevated  feats  in  the 

hall  of  the  Aflfembly ;  occupied  by  the  violent  revolutionifts,  or 
democrats. 

The  Valley.  The  lower  feats ;  and  thcfc  in  the  middle  of 
the  hall  of  the  AlTcmbly, — bearing  fome  refemblance  to  the  pit  10 
a  play-houfe.  This  part  of  the  hall  was  occupied  by  a  more  mode- 
rate party:  among  whom  there  were  many well-meatiing  men, 
diftinguifhed  more  by  probity  than  by  talents.    It  was  af  one 

time 
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time  Tery  commonly  calkd '  Lgs  tas  Cotes.  It  is  now  commonly 
called  Lt  Fentr^. 

Cqtb  D&oit.  The  riglit  fide,  or  that  on  the  right  baod  of  the 
prefident :  correfpondiog  with  our  fpeaker  in  the  Koufe  of  Conw 
moos.  It  was  here  that  diofe  members  who  i%\.  their  faces  againft 
donocratical  violence  took  their  feats  from  the  firft  fittings  of  the 
Confiitoent  AlTembly  at  Verfailles,  The  rooft  diftinguilhed  of 
that  party  were  Mounier,  Bergafle,  and  Lally  TollendaiL  Thefip 
gentlemen  quitted  the  Aflembly,  after  the  royal  family  were 
cooftrainod  to  remove^  on  the  6th  of  OAober»  17B9,  to  Paris ;  and 
were  faccceded  by  Manry^  Cafiiiles,  Malouet,  and  Montlofier. 

After  the  eleftion  of  tbeftcond,  or  LegiHative  Aflembly,  among 
the  moft  ftrenuons  fiipporters  of  the  feeUe  conftitutional  powers 
of  the  King,  we  find  the  names  of  Duma%  Theodore  la  Meth, 
Rochegodcy  and  Jaucourt* 

Cote  Gauche,  the  left  fide,  or  that  on  the  left  hand  of  the 
prefident ;  where  the  violent  adverfaries  of  monarchy  were  feated* 
Of  this  party  Robefpierre  bad  been  a  very  a£tive  and  confpicuous 
leader  in  the  Conftituent  AiTembly.  In  the  Legiilative  AiTembly, 
among  the  moft  diftinguiihed  leaders  of  the  Republican  party,  was 
Briflbt.  The  chiefs  of  that  party  were  for  the  moft  part  deftroyed  by 
Robeipierre,  cIcQcd  a  member  of  the'  Third  Affcmbly,  or  Na* 
tional  Convention.  It  is  worthy  of  remark,  that^  aroidft  all  the 
various  changes,  of  power  and  parlies,  from  the  commencement  of 
the  revolution  till  the  prefent  time,  a  majority  was  always  found 
on  the  left  fide  of  the  l^oi^fe*  The  famous  Abbe  Sieyes  was  al? 
ways  to  be  found  on  that  fide,  during  the  Conftituent  Aflemblyy 
cren  when  he  maintained  an  obftinatc  filence.  Thofe  who  had 
been  members  of  the  Conftituent,  could  not  be  elected  members 
of  the  Legiflative  Afferobly,  which  itnmediately  followed  it«  But 
^  violent  prmao«ers  of  rfVohition«^  iike  die  Abb6,  pceierved 

their 
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their  popalarity,  and  were  re-clef^ed,  with  Robcfpierrc,  memben 
of  the  Convention  for  the  trial  of  the  King. 

On  the  RfCHT  and  left  fides  of  the  Affcmbly-Houfc,  there 
was  a  Jett  de  mots  (a  play  on  words)  very  commonly  repeated 
before  the  reign  of  terror  began,  under  Robefpierre,  in  the  polite 
and  fafhionabic  circles  of  Paris.  Le  Coti  droit  efi  Gauche  :  mats 
U  Cote  Gauche  rCcJifias  drait^^^xhc  right  fide  is  tlie  left  (or  wrong) 
but  the  left  fide  is  not  the  right. 

Jacobins.  A  number  of  gentlemen,  from  Britanny,  joined 
chiefly  by  feveral  journalifts,  and  other  men  of  Icftters,  had  fornoed 
thcmfelves  into  a  club  for  the  difcuflion  of  political  fubjeds  ;  and 
were  called  the  Breton  Club^  Towards  the  end  of  1789,  they 
were  diftiogui/htd  by  the  appellation  of  Jacobins,  fron?  a  con-*' 
,vent  gf  monks  called  Jacobins^  where  they  held  their  meetings. 

The  Jacobin  Club,  eftablifhed  at  Paris,  and  compofed  of  the 
lingle^^ders  of  the  revolutipn,  expired  the  Inhabitant^  of  all  the 
other  towns  in  France  to  infurreflion.  They  correfpondcd  dircftly 
with  about  eleven  hundred  kindref],  or,  as  they  called  them,  Af- 
iiliated  Clubs;  which  eleven  hundred  clubs,  had  each  their  circle 
of  affiliated  clubs,  in  inferior  towns  and  villages,  with  which  they 
correfpondcd. 

Girondists.  The  deputies  of  the  departments  of  the  Girond; 
that  is,  Bourdeaux  and  the  country  around  it;  being  the  courfe 

of   tlie  Garron.      Like    the    Conftitutionalifts,    or  Friends    to 

< 

Limited  Monarchy,  they  wilhed  to  fteer  a  kind  of  middle  courfe 
between  the  two  extremes;  and,  lik'e  them  too,  after  enjoying, 
tinder  Louis  XVL  all  the  authority  of  government,  were  cruflied 
in  the  conteft  between  the  two  oppolite  ind  violent  parties. 

*  FfiuiLLANTs.  Another  political  .clbb  like  that  of  the  J4P0^ 
bins  ;  but  of  which  the  meipbes^^w^re-fnep  of.Q)oderatiQn.  They 
maintained  for  a  time,  an  unavailing  oppofition  to  the  Jacobins ; 

by 
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bj  whom  they  vere  at  length,  in  179I9  driven  oat  of  their  hall 
by  force,  and  finally  difperfed.  Such  was  the  club-law  of  the 
Jacobins. 

CoKBELiBRS*  Another  club,  compofed  of  men  even  more 
violent  than  Jacobins  ;  and,  for  the  moft  part,  of  the  lower  claiTes 
of  the  people.  They  were  not  in  oppofition  to  the  Jacobins,  but 
jaaintained  the  fame  do6trines.  Though  their  fociety  was  not  lb 
completely  organized,  and  though  they  had  not  fo  extenCve  a  cor- 
rtijpoodence,  the  club  of  the  Cordeliers  was  kept  up  nearly  as  long 
as  that  of  the  Jacobins.  At  the  head  of  the  Cordelier^  were  a 
number  of  Journalifts. 

Brissotins.  So  called  from  the  Journalift,  and  author  of 
various  works^  Briflbt;  who  held  a  diftinguifhed  place  among  the 
Girondifts:  from  which  circumftance  the  terms  Girondift  and 
Briflbtine  are  fomctimes  confounded.  Briflfot,  who  had  travelled 
in  America,  confidered  the  form  of  government  of  the  United 
States  of  that  country  as  the  heft  that  had  ever  actually  exiiled  ; 
and  confequently  as  the  beft  model  for  imitation.  Hence  the  ad- 
herents of  Briiibt,  and  fometimes  the  Girondifts,  in  general 
were  called 

Federalists,  or  friends  to  a  federal  union;  fuch  as  that 
among  the  Swifs  Cantons ;  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Nether- 
lands ;  and,  above  all,  that  among  the  United  States  of  America. 

MyMiciPALiTB.  An  inftitution  for  regulating  the  police  of 
cities,  iimilar  to  our  courts  of  a  Mayor  and  Common-Coun- 
cil-mcn. 

Sectioks.  Thefe  have  been  formed  only  in  Paris.  They 
correfpond  nearly  to  the  former  parochial  divifions,  and  are  ne- 
ceflary  for  the  management  of  the  police,  and  the  national 
guards.

On  the  fame  plan  they  have  pro- 
ceeded, like  the  Romans,  to  make 
«ar  on  other  nations,  not  as  ene- 
mies, but  friends  and  protestors; 
affcfting  to  govern  diftant  countries 
hy    influence     and     management, 
without  feizing  on  tliem  immedi- 
ately and  openly  as  polleilions.     In 
the  fpirit  of  the  Roman  policy,  they 
avow  open  and  eternal  war  againu 
one  rival,  while  they  ofier  an  iufi- 
dious  peace  and  amity  to  other  na- 
tions.  They  have  marked  out  their 
Carthage,  the  deftrudion  of  which 
they  a^um  to  be  neccHary  to  the 
freedom    of   commerce,  and   the 
j-cace  of  the  uxrid.     While  they 
lull  the  nation  into  habits  of  peace, 
Ihcy  thcmfelves  nourifli   in  their 
own  country  a  fpirit  of  war,  and 
this  becomes  the.  great  road  to  dif-

Aug\itil3th,  1792,  the  plan  of  a 
decree  for  fummoning  the  National 
Aflcmbly  was  propofed  by  Mr. 
Caudet.  The  Primary  Aflemblies 
forchufing  the  eledlors  were  ap- 
pointed for  the  26th  of  Aiiguft. 
fhe  eleflors  for  the  Convention 
were  to  alTcmble  on  the  fecond  of 
September ;  and  the  members  cho- 
fen  for  the  Convention,  which 
vcK  not  to  exceed  in  number  the 
prefent  Lcgiflative  Allembly,  were 
to  meet  at  Paris  on  the  20th  of  the 
fame  month.  The  former  diftinc- 
lion  of  citizens  into  aftive  and 
paflive  was  fnpprefled  ;  all  that  was 
now  neccflary  in  order  to  entitle  a 
man  to  vote,  was,  that  he  Ihould 
be  21  years  of  age,  a  Frenchman 
who  had  lived  for  one  year  in  the 
country  on  his  own  revenue,  or 
the  produce  of  his  labour;  and 
that  he  fhould  not  be  in  a  Hate  of 
fervitude.  The  citizens  in  the 
Primary  Aflemblies,  and  (he  elec- 
tors in  the  Ele^oral  Aifcmblies, 
were  to  take  an  oath  to  defend 
liberty  and  equality,  or  die  in 
defending  them.  The  regulations 
refpe^ing  eletflions  were  not  de- 
creed, but  only  recommended,  as 
the  prefent  Aflembly  did  not  af- 
fume  the  right  of  ordaining  a  form 
for  the  excrcife  of  fovereignty  in 
the  formation  of  a  National  Con- 
vention. The  eletftors  were  to 
have  three  livres  a  day  during  their 
tniiSon,  and  to  be  allowed  at  the 
rate  of  one  livre  a  leaome  for  tra- 
veiling  cxpenccs.

In  his  report 
(23d  September)  given  in  to   the 
National  Convention,   and  which 
being  printed,  was  fent  to  the  eigh- 
ty-three-^lepartments,   and  the  ar- 
mies,  he  fays,    "  Paris  has   ever 
given  the  fignal  of  action  to  the  re- 
mainder of  the  empire  on  all  great 
occalions :  its  inhabitants  have  trod- 
den down  defpolifm,  prevented  its 
blind   fury,    and   difconccrted   its 
plans.     It  has,   indeed,   been  felf- 
dcUruclive ;   and  defpotifm  and  its 
projctfl  mud  end   t-ogclher.     But, 
fhould  the  fermentation  it  has  ex- 
cited furvive  the  foe,  this  fermen- 
tation   will    be     equally    ruinous. 
France  is  rending  herfelf,  and  all  is 
diforder.     The  dangrr  is  extreme; 
Can  Paris,  which  has  done  ^io  much 
for  the  general  good,  become  the 
caufe  of  miferyr    No.     The  Na- 
tional Convention  will  foon  give  a 
new  face  to  affrtirs.

vigorous  fuigc.  Jacottah,  Pa- 
roor,  and  Curiapilly  fucceffively 
furrendered  to  disarms  ;  and  not  a 
fori  in  the  northern  part  of  his  do- 
minions remained  in  the  pofleffion 
of  the  unfortunate  Rajah.  He  was 
obliged  to  remain  an  inacflive  fpec- 
tator  of  the  de vacations  of  Tippoo, 
who  now  laid  wafte  the  whole  coun- 
try with  fire  and  fword.  But  the 
triumphs  of  Tippoo  were  but  of 
Ihort  duration.  The  war  which  he 
thus  luccefsfully  began,  was  to  ter- 
minate in  his  defeat  and  diigrace,  in 
thelofs  of  his  domiqions,  and  near- 
ly in  the  extin^on  of  his  power. 

War  againft  Myforc  was  now 
publicly  declared  by  the  fupreme 
government  of  Bengal.  Whether 
ue  were  juftified  in  this  ftep,  and 
who  was  the  aggrcflbr,  it  is  not  eafy 
to  determine.  On  one  fide,  it  may 
be  faid,  that  by  the  treaty  of  Man- 
galore  we  guaranteed  the  pofieffions 
of  the  Rajah  of  Travancore,  and 
that  we  were  bound  in  juflice  and 
honour  to  defend  him  when  attack- 
ed. It  may  be  faid  that  the  ambiT 
tious  views  of  Tippoo  were  fo 
boundlefs  and  fo  avowed,  that  we 
were  juftified  on  tiie  ftrong  plea  of 
political  necelfity,  in  taking  mea- 
fures  for  their  fruftration.  It  may 
be  faid  that  Tippoo  had  no  rij!;ht  to 
liic  ports  of  Cranganore  and  Jacot- 


tah ;  that  if  he  had  been  allowed  to 
feize  thefe,  he  would  foon  have  in^ 
vaded  the  Carnatic;  jnd  that  he  was 
evidently  the  aggreflbr,  in  breaking 
through  the  exifting  trcatieb.  Oa 
the  other  hand,  it  was  contended  that 
as  the  forts  lay  within  the  Rajahfliip 
of  Cochin,  which  is  tributary  to 
Tippoo,  by  the  immemorial  cuftom 
of  Hindoftan  he  was  tlicir  feudal 
fuperior,  and  had  a  right  to  objc(ft 
to  their  fale.  That,  at  any  rate, 
the  Englifli  had  no  right  to  inter- 
fere, as  they  only  en'j;ar;cd  to  pro- 
tect the  dominions  which  thcRajah 
held  in  1784.;  and  that,  as  in  their 
treaties  with  the  Mahrattas  and  the 
Nizam,  there  was  no  mention  of 
Travancore,  —  their  only  objedl  in 
entering  into  the  war,  was,  to  en- 
rich themfelves  by  the  ipoils  of  tlie 
vanquifhed. 

The  juflice  and  neceflity  of  the 
war  might  be  problematical ;  but 
no  doubt  was  entertained  with  re^ 
gard  to  its  policy ;  and  accordingly 
the  Englifli  prepared  in  all  their 
fettlements  to  profecute  it  with  the 
utmoft  vigour.  Bengal,  from  its 
great  diflance  from  the  fccne  of 
adion,  could  do  little  more  than  fiir- 
nifli  fupplics  of  money  and  military 
ftores.  An  army  of  15,000  men 
was  formed  in  the  Carnatic,  and 
near  half  that  number  in  the  prefi- 
dency  of  Bombay,  The  command 
of  the  firft  was  entrufted  to  Major 
General  Meadows ;  that  of  the  laft, 
to  Major  General  Abercrombief 
both  otficers  of  diftinguiflied  merit.

*'  She  told  us  that  flie  a(e  a  great 
deal ;  but  we  did  not  obierve  this 
while  ihe  was  with  us. 

•'  This  woman  drank,  in  our 
prefence,  during  the  fpace  often 
hours  which  fhe  remained  with  us, 
fourteen  quarts  ^or  Paris  pints)  of 
water,  which  muu  be  equal  to  about 
twenty*eight  pounds.  She  aillired 
us  that  in  the  night-time  fhe  rifes 
every  hour  and  a  half  to  drink ;  and 
this  will  be  found  to  make  pretty 
exadly  the  load,  or  two  pailtuls  of 
water,  which  this  woman  aflerts  that 
fhe  drinks  in  four  -  and  -  twenty 
hours.

this  praftice  twenty -three  years." 

Tne  fadts  defcribed  in  this  para- 
graph bore  too  finking  a  refem- 
blance  to  ihofe  he  had  jufl  before 
received  from  Paris,  not  to  excite 
in  the  Editor  a  wilh  to 'fee  the  cafe 
more  fully  and  fatisfaftorily  invefti- 
gatcd.

"  I  found  him,  as  I  juft  now 
mentioned,  at  breakfail,  io  the  kit^ 
chen,  eating  heartily  of  milk  with 
bread  crumbed  in  it.  He  obferved 
to  me  that  he  prefers  milk  to  cold 
meat  or  any  thing  elfe ;  that  he  was 
not  more  thirfty  laft  night  than 
ufual,  and  thinks  he  ufually  drinks 
as  much  every  night ;  but  that  ne- 
ver having  had  his  liquor  meafured 
to  him  before,  he  could  not  fpeak 
with  certainty  in  the  account  he 
gave. 

"  I  examined  the  water  made  by 
him  in  the  night.  There  appeared 
to  be  between  five  and  fix  quarts 
of  it,  and  it  fhewed  no  appearance 
of  fcdiment.

The  experiment  I  made  for  this 


purpofe  was  as  follows:  —  1  took

coarfe,  and  winding  it  about  the 
bulb  of  the  thermometer  in  fuch^  a 
manner  that  it  entirely  covered  it, 
and  was  as-fiearly  as  poffible  of  the 
fame  thicknefs  in  every  part,  I  re- 
placed the  thermometer  in  its  cy- 
linder and  globe,  and  heating  it  in 
boiling  water,  cooled  it  in  ice  and 
water.    The  refults  of  the  experi- 
ment were  as  may  be  feen  in  tht 
following  table ;  and  in  order  that 
it  may  be  compared  with   thofe 
made  with  the  fame  quantity  of 
filk  differently  difpofed  of,  I  hav* 
placed  thofe    experiments  by  tf« 
fide  of  it.

ft  IS  not  a  little  remarkable,  that, 
though  the  covering  fofmed  of  few- 
ing  filk  wound  round  the  bulb  of  the 
thermometer  in  the  1 9th  experiment, 
appeared  to  have  fo  little  poweh  of 
confining  the  heat  whew  the  inlOiru- 
ifient  was  very  hot,  or  when  it  was 
iirft  plunged  into  the  ice  and  water, 
yet  afterwards,  when  the  heat  of 
the  thermometer  approached  much 
nearer  to  that  of  the  furrounding 
medium,  its  power  of  confining 
the  heat  which  remained  in  the 
bulb  of  the  thermometer,  appeared 
tt)  be  even  greater  than  that  of  the 
filk  in  the  experiment  No.  15,  the 
time  of  cooling  from  2o°  to  TO©  be- 
ing in  the  one  399",  and  in  the 
other  34-2".  The  fame  appearance 
was  obferved  in  the  following  ex- 
periment, in  which  the  bulb  of  the 
thermometer  was    furrounded  by 


tlireads  of  wool,  of  cotton,  and  of 
linen,  or  fiax,  wound  round  it  in 
the  like  manner  as  the  fewing-ftlk 
was  wound  round  it  in  the  laft  ex- 
periment. ^ 
The  following  table  fliows  the 
refults  of  thefe  experiments,  with 
the  threads  of  various  kinds ;  and, 
that  they  may  the  more  eafiiy  be 
coromred  with  thofe  made  with 
the  lame  quantity  of  the  fame  fub- 
llances  in  a  ditFerent  form,  I  have 
placed  the  accounts  of  thefe  ex- 
periments by  the  fide  of  each  other. 
I  have  alfo  added  the  account  of 
an  experiment,  in  which  fixteen 
grains  of  fine  linen  cloth  were 
wmpped  round  the  bulb  of  the 
thermometer,  going  round  it  nine 
times,  and  being  bound  together  at 
the  top  and  bottom  of  it,  fo  as 
completely  to  cover  it.
